It would be safe to say Dr, Kuldip ‘Mali of the -economics 
department has had at least one Burma. Shave in his lifetime. 
It happened as WW II raged into his homeland of Burma 


and-he was forced to flee to Punjab, India. 


While in Punjab he got his’ -master’s: degree in economics 


in Lahore and went back to his native Burma in 1960. 


In. Rangoon . he taught at. Ratigoon University, with an 
enrollinent on the main, campus of approximately 16,000 students. 
‘He was .a member of the faculty there from 1950 until: 


1962, In 1957 he was awarded, a ‘Fulbright-Smithmunt: Fellowship. 


and. received his doctorate from the University of Indiana in 1960.
